2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1,19 
and 30 are patentable over the prior art patents and printed publications because of the 
specific configuration of the drive for printing a label on an optical medium, which 
includes a first head coupled to a chassis drive unit for optically exposing the first side of 
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the optical medium, a second label printing head coupled to the chassis drive unit for 
applying a visual label associated with the optical medium on its second side, and an 
electronic labeling device in communication with the second label printing head when 
the unit is in operational position. The combined limitations are currently recited not 
taught by the prior art of record alone or in combination. 

Claims 2-5, 10-11, 20-23, 28-29, 31-34 and 39-40 are allowed because they are 
directly or indirectly dependent from claims 1,19 and 30 above.
